Magic wins 4-3 on penalties 


A six goal thriller, extra time and nine penal- 
ties all packed in just over two hours of finals 
football. The Football Federation of Victoria 
could not have asked for a better spectacle 
to commence the 2009 finals series, as the 
Altona Magic and the Green Gully Cavaliers 
fought out a dramatic 3-3 draw, with the Magic 
eventually prevailing in Saturday evening’s 
Qualifying Final, winning 4-3 on penalties at 
the Paisley Park Soccer Complex. 

A crowd of over 1,000 were treated to goals from start 
to finish of this contest and Green Gully provided the 
first against the run of play in the fifth minute. Pablo 
Cardozo broke free along the right side and delivered a 
cross to find Matthew Sanders inside the six yard box. 
Sanders finished the play with a low strike into the bot- 
tom right side of the net, sending Altona Magic keeper 
Nikola Roganovic the wrong way. 

Although trailing by a goal, the Magic continued to 
attack the Cavalier’s goal, but with no success. Alto- 
na’s best chance to level came in the thirty fifth minute, 
when Carl Recchia’s long ball found Nicholas Kalmar 
on-side in the Green Gully penalty area. Both Kalmar 
and his opponent Dean Fak were in a tussle for pos- 
session as both players fell to the ground. Despite the 
pleas from Altona players and officials for a penalty, 
they were instantly dismissed by the referee. 

Although the referee turned the Magic’s case for a 
penalty, five minutes later he had no other option to 
award the Cavaliers one, as defender Steve Laurie han- 
dled Joel Nikolic’s ball inside the box. The resulting 
penalty was converted by Pablo Cardozo, with Green 
Gully firmly in the box seat against an opposition they 
had failed to defeat twice during the home and away 
season.

Early in the second half, Vlado Tortevski moved 
forward Nicholas Kalmar into midfield and the move 
proved a masterstroke. Kalmar closed down a domi- 
nant Kole Delev in midfield and Kalmar’s persistence 
was rewarded in the sixty fifth minute when he con- 
nected to a deep corner supplied by Doug Mladenovic. 
The corner appeared to be going over the goal line with 
the assistance of the wind, but Kalmar managed to keep 
the play alive and head home a goal in a crowded pack 
on the far post, squaring the contest two goals apiece.

the season in the ninety fourth minute. Altona cleared 
a comer and it could have well been the last piece of 
play for the evening, but Aziz Behich had other plans.

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INTER CROWNED MINOR CHAMPS 
Sandy Claims Remaining Finals Spot 


The final round of the Women’s Premier League pro- 
duced heartbreak and upsets, with the make up of 
the finals going right down to the wire. Sandringham 
was the big winner, thanks to Ashburton and Casey 
both losing, and so it joins Box Hill, Heidelberg and 
South Melbourne in the top four. Bendigo finished 
its season on a high, while GRFA will be glad to see 
the back of this season after it ended its stay in the 
WPL with another heavy defeat 

Casey Comets and Box Hill Inter both had plenty to play 
for at Comets Stadium, with Inter aiming to secure the minor 
premiership, while Casey had to win to actually make the fi- 
nals. Unfortunately for the home side it was Box Hill that 
prevailed, abruptly ending Casey’s season in heartbreaking 
fashion. Inter took the advantage early, with Teodora Balint 
opening the scoring after fifteen minutes, and it took that nar- 
row lead into the interval. It effectively wrapped up the vic- 
tory shortly after the break, when Morgan Anderson scored, 
doubling the visiting side’s advantage. Casey did its best to 
fight back, and it halved the deficit twenty minutes into the 
half through Jeni Black. It was, however, not to be Casey’s 
day, and Belinda Pacella wrapped up the victory for Box Hill 
when she added a third in the dying seconds of the game. The 
victory ensured the Inter claimed the minor premiership for 
the third time in the last four years, giving it a home final and 
the security of the double chance of making the Grand Fi- 
nal. For Casey, one of the real surprise packages of this WPL 
season, the dream is over, but it can take great confidence 
from the achievements of its young side, and if it can maintain 
stability within the team, the future looks bright for the WPL 
stalwart club. 

Heidelberg United wrapped up second place on the ladder 
at a canter, providing a dismal end to GRFA’s WPL adventure 
in the process. United ran riot at Howard Glover Reserve, 
scoring four goals in the first half, and adding a further five 
after the interval. Melanie Camilleri sewed up the WPL top 
goalscorer award with an impressive seven of the nine goals, 
with Michelle Verzi adding the other two. Heidelberg finishes 
the season second, one point behind Box Hill, which it will 
now face next weekend for a place in the Grand Final. For 
GRFA, the game marked the end of its second foray into the 
WPL, both of which have seen it finish the season at the foot 
of the ladder. It did at least end this campaign having achieved 
one victory, and it must now return to State League One and 
regroup for another attempt at returning to the top flight. 

With Casey facing a tough match against Box Hill, Ash- 
burton looked to be in the box seat for making a last min- 
ute entry into the top four, given that it faced second bottom 
Bendigo on home soil. However, Bendigo has proved a much 
improved team in recent weeks, and it produced a major upset 
to defeat Ashburton and ensure that it missed the finals for the 
first time since they were introduced to the competition. The 
game was a close encounter, with one goal proving the differ- 
ence between the two sides. Hayley Rickard scored that all 
important goal just after the hour mark, securing Bendigo’s 
second victory of the season, and giving the regional side 
a positive end to what has been a mixed season of results. 
Ashburton finishes the season in sixth place on the ladder, its 
lowest ever finish. 

Sandringham proved itself to be the Steven Bradbury of the 
WPL, taking advantage of Ashburton and Casey falling at the 
last challenge, to sneak into the top four at the death. Despite 
never really seeming to be in contention all season, Sandring- 
ham has quietly gone about producing some strong results, 
especially at home, which have enabled it to grab fourth spot 
on the ladder when it really matters. Playing Preston Lions 
at BT Connor Reserve in its final game, Sandringham had 
to win and hope other results went its way. Things were not 
looking favourable at half time, with the sides still locked at 
0-0. However, the visiting team turned it on in the second 
half, scoring three unanswered goals to claim the three points, 
and a spot in the finals. Ashlee Good, Keryn Walters and Lucy 
Kapusta scored the all important goals. 

Next weekend is the first of the finals, with two matches 
taking place. The times and venues are yet to be determined, 
but the sides finishing first and third, Box Hill and South Mel- 
bourne, have the opportunity to play the matches at their home 
grounds. Box Hill Inter and Heidelberg United will face off 
in the Qualifying Final, with the direct passage to the Grand 
Final and a week off the reward for the victor. The losing team 
will play the winner of South Melbourne and Sandringham, 
who will meet in the Elimination Final. 

The Qualifying Final is a rematch of last year’s Grand Final, 
and should be an entertaining encounter. It has been honours 
even between the two sides over the course of the regular sea- 
son, with each side defeating the other once. Box Hill Inter 
certainly had the upper hand in the first meeting between the 
two in Round 4, comprehensively defeating Heidelberg 4-0, 
but United bounced back to beat Inter 2-1 in Round 13. Per- 
haps tellingly, both sides won their home fixture, so Box Hill 
securing the right to play the game on its home turf could 
prove crucial. 

The Elimination Final promises to be a fiercely fought game, 
with no second chances for the losing side. South Melbourne 
has been one of the league’s big improvers this season, hav- 
ing finished last year in tenth place, and climbed to third this 
year. Sandringham had a slow start to its season, but has had 
particularly strong home form, defeating all three of the other 
finalists on its home turf. The points have also been shared 
in meetings between these two sides: South had a strong 4-2 
win over Sandringham at Bob Jane Stadium in Round 8, with 
Sandringham snatching a last minute 1-0 win in Round 17.

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MANY talented Aussie juniors planning 
to arrange trials with overseas clubs in 
the hope of gaining a contract may have 
to put their dreams on hold until they 
reach the age of 18. 

Under the umbrella of a sudden and rigorous 

enforcement of a FIFA ruling brought in some 
time ago the overlords of the new darling of 
Australian sport are now refusing to ratify trans- 
fer requests for many of our talented young play- 
ers. 
Promising 16-year-old Alfie Bentley-Littler 
from Brisbane has become so distraught by the 
way Football Federation Australia has treated 
him that he has threatened to tear up his Austra- 
lian passport. 

Littler has dual Australian—British citizenship 
through his English-born parents and was train- 
ing with Third Division Scottish side Cowden- 
beath but FFA will not sign an international 
transfer certificate he needs to take up a two-year 
contract offered after trialling in April. 

Why? Because of a FIFA ruling which prevents 

players aged under 18 from moving countries 
solely to further their football careers. 
Although this ruling was enacted for the primary 
purpose of preventing the exploitation of very 
young players from poor backgrounds and was 
spawned by the plundering of talent from poor 
African countries it now haunts any talented 
Aussie ‘minor’ who goes in search of a profes- 
sional contract overseas. 

But there’s a possibility that the heavy-handed 

way in which this discriminatory FIFA policy 
has been invoked (it doesn’t apply to movement 
of under-18s throughout the European Union) 
will change come October. 
The new wording of the ruling means that FIFA 
has suddenly decided to withdraw the home fed- 
eration (in our case FFA) from playing a pivotal 
role in proceedings (but can still call on FFA for 
a submission in any case involving an interna- 
tional transfer of any Australian player under the 
age of 18). 

FIFA Regulations on the Status and Transfer 
of Players, Chapter VI: International Transfers 
Involving Minors, Article 19 Protection of Mi- 
nors says: 

1. International transfers of players are only 
permitted if the player is over the age of 18. 

2. The following three exceptions to this rule ap- 
ply: 

(a) The player's parents move to the country in 
which the new club is located for reasons not 
linked to football; 

(b) The transfer takes place within the territory 
of the European Union (EU) or European Eco- 
nomic Area (EEA) and the player is aged be- 
tween 16 and 18. In this case, the new club must 
fulfil the following minimum obligations: 

(i) It shall provide the player with an adequate 
football education and/or training in line with 
the highest national standards. 

(ii) It shall guarantee the player an academic 
and/or school and/or vocational education and/ 
or training, in addition to his football education 
and/or training, which will allow the player to 
pursue a career other than football should he 
cease playing professional football. 

(iii) It shall make all necessary arrangements to 
ensure that the player is looked after in the best 
possible way (optimum living standards with a 
host family or in club accommodation, appoint- 
ment of a mentor at the club, etc.). 

(iv) It shall, on registration of such a player, pro- 
vide the relevant association with proof that it is

complying with the aforementioned obligations; 
(c) The player lives no further than 50km from 
a national border and the club with which the 
player wishes to be registered in the neighbour- 
ing association is also within 50km of that bor- 
der. The maximum distance between the players 
domicile and the club’s headquarters shall be 
100km. In such cases, the player must continue 
to live at home and the two associations con- 
cerned must give their explicit consent. 

3. The conditions of this article shall also ap- 
ply to any player who has never previously been 
registered with a club and is not a national of the 
country in which he wishes to be registered for 
the first time. 

4. Every international transfer according to 
paragraph 2 and every first registration accord- 
ing to paragraph 3 is subject to the approval 


of the subcommittee appointed by the Players’ 


Status Committee for that purpose. The applica- 
tion for approval shall be submitted by the as- 
sociation that wishes to register the player. The 
former association shall be given the opportu- 
nity to submit its position. The sub-committee 5 
approval shall be obtained prior to any request 
from an association for an International Transfer 


Certificate and/or a first registration. Any viola- 
tions of this provision will be sanctioned by the 
Disciplinary Committee in accordance with the 
FIFA Disciplinary Code. In addition to the asso- 
ciation that failed to apply to the sub-committee, 
sanctions may also be imposed on the former 
association for issuing an International Trans- 
fer Certificate without the approval of the sub- 
committee, as well as on the clubs that reached 
an agreement for the transfer of a minor. 

Wow. If there’s something about the term 
‘heavy-handed’ you don’t get then wise up and 
wise up quickly. 

Littler is but one of many talented young Austra- 
lians struggling to get an international clearance 
to play overseas. 

Take Reece Caira for example. In May the 16- 
year-old former Blacktown City player was re- 
fused a release by the FFA to take up a contract 
with English Premier League side Aston Villa. 
Caira’s parents, who moved with their son to 
England last year, both have British passports. 
Commenting on Caira’s case recently, FFA chief 
executive Ben Buckley said: “The rules of FIFA 
are quite clear, and in many ways we are simply 
making sure we enforce them more rigorously.

“Fundamentally, this is about trying to make 
sure players are not misled, at the same time as 
protecting our own development programs.” 
What! Protecting our development programs! 
You can’t be serious, Ben, surely not. 

At the end of the day all our programs come 
down to someone’s judgement as to whether or 
not the young person involved is good enough 
to be inducted into the program. And there’s 
nothing wrong with that. It’s called discrimina- 
tion and guess what, that’s what coaches are em- 
ployed to do, to discriminate, to use their judge- 
ment. 

But if someone thousands of miles away, at 
no cost to us, has a different opinion and offers 
one of our youngsters a contract shouldn’t we 
embrace that with open arms? 

Let’s hear what Littler’s father, Paul, has to 
say about how good our development programs 
are regarding his son who has never played for 
Queensland at junior level or been offered any 
assistance by local football authorities: 

“He didn’t even make the top division for his 
club Rochedale Rovers and moved to Brisbane 
City to try and get into the Premier Youth side,” 
Paul Littler said. 

“This is a once-in-a-lifetime chance to get the 
type of training and support that isn’t available 
for him here. I could understand if he’d been 
talent-spotted by the QAS and had lots of money 
spent on his development, but there’s been none 
of that. They didn’t want him. 

“As he was going he probably wouldn’t play 
in the A-League but who knows what he is ca- 
pable of if he gets European experience. Can 
you imagine if Harry Kewell and Tim Cahill had 
been refused an opportunity to play in the UK? 
Where would they be today?” 

Let’s look at the Caira case in more depth as 

Aston Villa currently is lobbying FIFA to fight 
for the right to let the teenage starlet play foot- 
ball. 
It came as a huge shock to the Caira family to 
find that after they moved back to the Midlands 
and the youngster trialled successfully with Villa 
they were told by FFA that he cannot play for the 
club until he’s 18. 

Reece’s English-born dad, Phil, moved to Aus- 
tralia when he was nine and when he came back 
to England he took up a job with a Birmingham- 
based tiling company. 

Mum Julie works in a top hospital in the city as 
a cardiac unit nurse. Young Reece went to Villa 
for a trial in January and impressed the academy 
so much that he was quickly offered a scholar- 
ship. 

But he was stunned to discover he is not al- 
lowed to play. FFA claims the Cairas have not 
come back to England to live and only returned 
to help their boy get round transfer regulations. 
Reece’s old junior club, Blacktown City, gave 
permission for the move. So it will now come 
down to FIFA’s player status committee to de- 
cide. 

For goodness sake, even our own national team 
coach Pim Verbeek has privately expressed dis- 
may at this situation, the Dutchman rightly rea- 
soning that full-time football overseas will play 
an important part in developing our youngsters 
ina full-time football environment. 

Let’s hope that FFA comes to its senses on 
this issue and if ever pressed by FIFA to make 
a submission concerning such matters it either 
politely refuses or promotes the authorisation of 
the clearance. Clearly it’s in everyone’s interest 
to do so. 
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If there have ever been as dull 
a games of football shown back- 
to-back on television before as 
Central Coast v Sydney and North 
Queensland v Melbourne Victory 
my condolences go out to anyone 
that can recall enduring them. 
Foxtel should have issued sub- 
scribers with No-Doz tablets. 

It’s amazing that Adrian Leijer can

BLAST FROM THE PAST 


THE START OF THE DOBBO ERA 
When Green Gully Partied Like It Was 1999 


Coming into the 1999 season it had 
been sixteen years since Green 
Gully had been Victorian champi- 
on, but that was to change as lan 
Dobson took the club to the first of 
back-to-back titles that year. 

A fine player with Hull City and Hereford 
United in England, and Preston Makedo- 
nia and Melbourne Croatia in Australia, 
he turned to player-coaching at Croydon 
City in 1989. Dobson was highly success- 
ful as coach at Melbourne Knights in the 
National Soccer League and with Altona 
Magic in the Victorian Premier League, 
winning titles at both levels. Green Gully 
president, Charles Farrugia, thought he 
was the man to revive the flagging for- 
tunes of his team. 

The nucleus of the championship win- 
ning side Dobson put together was Robert 
Brian in goal, with Sonny Sevin, Zoran 
Markovski, Steve Mangos and Zdravko 
Atanasovski across the back and Steve 
Douglas as sweeper. In midfield George 
Svigos, George Georgiadis and Nick Pa- 
padopoulos were regulars and Brandon 
Vassallo came into the mix. Up front there 
were Zlatko Donev and Tony Neceski. 
Daniel Genovesi and Jani Suric were also 
involved as attacking options. Robbie Bri- 
an took over from Chris Vella after seven 
rounds and thereafter only missed one 
game. 

Atanasovski was in the middle of an 
amazing run in which he won six succes- 
sive Premier League championships with 
three different teams—Altona Magic in 
1995, 1996 and 1997, Bulleen in 1998 and 
Green Gully in 1999 and 2000. That is a 
record which is never likely to be beaten. 
A naturally left sided player he was the 
ideal wing back and scored a number of 
critical goals for his teams. 

Gully started well with a series of good 
results, but then had something of a mid- 
season slump. Dobson remembers a game 
at Bendigo against Fawkner in Round 16 
as pivotal to the season. The Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation had switched a number of 
games to regional centres and though that 
one finished in a one-all draw it showed 
the coach that he needed to sort out his 
striking options if the team was to convert 
its approach play into results. Neceski and 
Donev became the preferred partnership 
and they provided the balance Dobson 
was seeking. 

Port Melbourne challenged Green Gully 
all the way that season, winning a close 
match in Round 7 by two goals to one, and 
coming into the final round Green Gully 
only led by a point. Gully had a local der- 
by at home against St Albans Saints, while 
Port had to play away at Bulleen. Gully 
scored first through George Svigos after 
only six minutes, but Harry Karl pulled 
the Saints level in 18 minutes. Nick Papa- 
dopoulos restored the Gully lead in 27 and 
Zlatko Donev made it three-one five min- 
utes before the interval. Second half goals 
by Daniel Genovesi who replaced Donev 
in 65 minutes and Tony Neceski com-

pleted the five-one result. Meantime at the 
Veneto Club, Sava Rusmir put Bulleen in 
front in 40 minutes only for Nick Tsaltas 
to hit back with two goals in 55 and 67 
minutes. But ten minutes later Damir Gn- 
jidic equalized for Bulleen and that is how 
it remained. 

Dobson remembers, ‘St Albans tradi- 
tionally was a local derby and we expected 
a difficult game. But we settled down and 
we got an early goal through George Svi- 
gos. They came back at 1-1, but then we 
scored two quick goals before half-time 
and were leading 3-1 at the break. We 
ended up winning the game 5-1 ... and 
obviously celebrations were in order. Port 
Melbourne had gone to Bulleen and actu-

ally got beaten, [Not quite, see above. RH] 
so it gave us the championship by three 
points in the end. But we won it on the 
last day of the season—1t was like a grand 
final.’ 


This column owes a great deal to Pe- 
ter Desira’s marvelous history of Green 
Gully, which is available from the club or 
Melbourne Sports Books.

Melbourne Victory won their first match 
of the 2009/2010 A-League season after 
grinding out a 1-0 win over North Queen- 
sland Fury in Townsville on Saturday 
night. 

In front of 6,514 noisy fans at Dairy 
Farmers stadium, it was a cagey affair 
with Melbourne fairly comfortable if 
not convincing winners against a North 
Queensland side who were competitive 
and largely in control but struggled to ex- 
ecute in attack. 

Archie Thompson’s first half strike was 
enough for the defending champions to 
get the three points, though the visitors 
were faced with a determined and physi- 
cal North Queensland outfit who were 
out to atone for their five goal drubbing 
at the hands of Gold Coast United last 
week. 

A dour opening half saw neither side 
able to conjure up any meaningful attack- 
ing moves as the Fury sought to assert 
themselves against the reigning cham- 
pion, shirking no issues in the tackle or in 
pursuit of the second ball. 

The hosts closed down Melbourne and 
gave playmakers Celeski and Hernandez 
no time on the ball or space in which to 
operate, forcing Melbourne into wide ar- 
eas, where they are not as comfortable 
or as blessed in talent. 

But while the Fury was organized and 
had more of the play, they looked un- 
imaginative and rushed in their attack- 


ing half and failed to seriously threaten 
Melbourne. 

Thompson’s goal came just before half 
time after Leijer’s probing long ball caught 
the Fury defence napping and gave the 
nimble striker acres of space to take a 
touch and drill a low shot past a hapless 
Henderson. It was a sublime finish from 
the edge of the area, prompting one of 
Thompson’s more enthusiastic goal cel- 
ebrations of the past few seasons. 

The goal must have stung Fury coach lan 
Ferguson who would have been pleased 
with his troops’ resolute effort in suffo- 
cating the Victory up to that point. 

North Queensland tried valiantly to get 
back in the match after the interval, and 
several lofted balls into the penalty area 
had the visitors looking hesitant in de- 
fence, but they were unable to execute 
when they got into threatening posi- 
tions. 

Combative Fury forward Daniel McBreen 
was causing problems with his height and 
aggression, while Ufuk Talay did a superb 
job in blanketing the in-form Carlos Her- 
nandez and was a pillar of strength in 
midfield for North Queensland with his 
thoughtful passing and tough tackling. 

Against the run of play, a neat one-two 
at the edge of the area between Allsopp 
and Thomspon after 55 minutes had 
Thompson clear through on goal, but 
Henderson did well to charge out and 
save a certain goal. 


Rostyn Griffiths then had plenty of time 
to shoot from 15 yards after a McBreen 
flick-on but the ex-Blackburn Rovers mid- 
fielder’s looping header went well over 
the bar. 

David Williams’ pace and enterprise 
was a welcome addition for the home 
team in the second half, but the Fury 
were incapable of constructing anything 
better than a handful of half-chances - 
mostly via high balls into the area - that 
failed to capitalize on their dominance of 
possession. 

Fury’s marquee man Robbie Fowler 
worked hard to create something, often 
ducking back into midfield and was no- 
ticeably determined in his defensive du- 
ties, as was his striking partner McBreen. 

Melbourne seemed fairly content to sit 
back and absorb the second half pres- 
sure in the warmer conditions, and with 
Thompson’s pace threatening the Fury 
back four, looked to hit on the break. 
Henderson was forced into making an- 
other fine save late in the match to deny 
the Socceroo striker after he had burst 
into the area. 

Fury’s Netherlands Antilles internation- 
al Dyron Daal had the Fury’s best chance 
of the match in the 90th minute. One out 
with Moss and his marker having fallen 
over, the beanpole striker should have 
equalized from 8 yards but hit his shot 
straight at the New Zealand international 
keeper.

Goals to Adriano Pellegrino and 
Wayne Shroj gave Perth Glory a 2-0 
victory over Newcastle Jets at ME 
Bank Stadium. 

Shroj opened the scoring in the 24th 
minute before Pellegrino secured 
Perth’s first victory of the season with 
17 minutes remaining in front of 9,308 
spectators. 

Glory coach Dave Mitchell retained 
the same side that lost to Wellington 
last week, with Viktor Sikora passing a 
late fitness test to take his place on the 
left wing. Newcastle brought Nikolai 
Topor-Stanley into the starting eleven, 
taking the place of veteran defender 
Angelo Costanzo, while Ben Kantarovs- 
ki replaced Chris Triantis. 

Despite having control of the early 
proceedings, the home side were un- 
able to create any clear chances un- 
til Shroj put Perth in front. A clever 
pass from Sikora played the central 
midfielder through before he moved 
around goalkeeper Ben Kennedy and 
finished calmly from 12 yards. 

Newcastle were unable to gain any 
momentum in the early proceedings, 
and its rhythm was damaged further in 
the 30th minute when an injury to Kan- 
tarovski forced a reshuffle. The mid- 
fielder was replaced by Sean Rooney, 


who moved to partner Sasho Petrovski 
in attack, while Fabio Vignaroli shifted 
to the middle. 

Three minutes later, Shroj narrowly 
missed out on a second goal when he 
was gifted too much space, only for his 
strong shot from 20 yards to be com- 
fortably claimed by Kennedy.

Last weekend Crystal Palace scored 
a legitimate goal at Bristol City. The 
ball not only crossed the line it hit 
one of the supports at the back of 
the goal and bounced out. 

The officials, seemingly unsighted, did 
not award the goal (instead they awarded 
a goal kick) and were suspended for their 
actions. Aside from the fact three officials 
couldn’t see one round object cross the 
goal line the talk this week has, as usual, 
been of using goal line technology to take 
these decisions out of the officials’ hands. 


Is this really a good thing for football? 
There has been a chorus of managers call- 
ing for technology to be used. Sunderland 
boss Steve Bruce was amongst many I lost 
track of this week speaking on Sky Sports 
News about the need for technology in 
such aforementioned instances. 

I disagree with him and all the others and 
Pll tell you why later. The first question is 
though do we actually need to change the 
system? I believe so. Change is needed like 
Michael Owen needs an injury-free season. 

This isn’t because the referees are so ap- 
palling that we need to straighten them out. 
Football is a game of errors and opinions 
and much of a referee’s job is to make 
decisions based on opinion, sometimes 
they’ll get things wrong, most times they 
get things right. Like the misplaced back 
pass from Gerrard against France in 2004, 
or the missed penalty by CR7 in the Euro- 
pean Cup Final, mistakes make football the 
game it is. In my view most the things we 
call mistakes - by players and officials - are 
just a part of the game we love so much. 

So no, I don’t want referees replaced 
by robots, unless The Terminator can be 
brought out of retirement. Now there’s one 
ref you would think twice about messing 
with, even if your name’s John Terry. 

In the same press conference Bruce 
mentioned that the governing bodies were 
against seeing technology infiltrate foot- 
ball. First off, I don’t know if there is such 
a thing as ‘goal line technology’ but I guess 
what Bruce was advocating was stopping 
the game and checking TV footage for de- 
finitive answers to whether the ball crossed 
the line. 

Like UEFA and FIFA I am not a fan of 
using technology. Neither am I a tradition- 
alist who feels sticking to the “if it aint 
broke don’t fix it” method will serve us just 
fine. If you can improve something then do 
so. I just don’t think stopping the game for 
such decision is the solution. 

Football is a game that flows. Cricket, 
American football, ice hockey and base- 
ball, sports that use technology, are punctu- 
ated by frequent stoppages in play making 
it easier to use a referral system. However, 
there is no doubt the situation at Ashton 
Gate was totally unacceptable and that 
unless the officials were sedated it should 
never have happened and shouldn’t happen 
again. 

I do have a solution. More accurately, 
UEFA have a solution. They proposed 
having officials behind the goal lines for 
Europa Cup group stage matches, a move 
which, if I’m correct, will take place this 
year. This may be a system that isn’t work- 
able at grass roots level due to the extra

manpower involved. That would be some- 
thing for people who know more about 
football at the lower levels to ascertain. 
Even with 5 officials there will still be 
human error but I do not want the game 
stopped to consult a computer screen. 


If goal line technology were introduced 
where would it all end? 

Imagine a situation where an official gives 
a corer kick in a big game and replays 
show the ball never crossed the line or it 
came off the attacking player. If technol- 
ogy were already introduced it wouldn’t 
be much of a stretch to extend it to such 
matters. In football there are so many con- 
tentious decisions the game would be even 
more stop-start than it already is. 

My real problem with any sort of system 
such as this is the fact that officials don’t 
make that many mistakes. Going over their 
archives overt he last 15 or so years Sky 
Sports managed to come up with about 4 or 
5 incidents that were wrong and none were 
as glaring as the Crystal Palace incident. 

My other problem with such a system is 
its selective use. Goal line situations are the 
most contentious but in reality if the aim is 
to make sure the correct decisions are made 
at all times then this technology must be 
used at all times to arbitrate on matters of 
fact, as every wrong decision (even a small 
one) could have an impact on a game, the 
butterfly effect. I believe in all or nothing 
and I say don’t use it at all. 

But let’s not stop there. What about the 
other things the authorities can change? 


Time Wasting/Phantom Injuries 
Call it what you will but it is one of the 
most frustrating things about football. 

I’m not talking passing the ball around 
amongst the back four to waste time, this 
is a legitimate tactic and its up to the op- 
position to win the ball back. I’m ranting 
more about players going down and staying 
down, usually the case when their team is a 
goal up with 5-10 minutes left. 

The problem is fans are happy to see their 
team waste time this way if they’re wining 
but will constantly whinge when the roles 


are reversed. We can’t have it both ways. 

Yet how can you stop a player falling to 
the ground clutching his head and pretend- 
ing he’s injured whilst a few seconds later 
he’s fully recovered and begging to get 
back on? 

First off the officials can actually add all 
the time on for stoppages. I’ve watched 
thousands of football matches over the 
years and hundreds last season on TV 
where there have been injuries, goal 
celebrations have lasted for a minute or 
so and six substitutes have come on and 
the referee has added 2-3 minutes of time 
where 5-6 is more appropriate. 

To this end timekeeping should be out 
of the referee’s hands and in the hands of 
an independent timekeeper. I would prefer 
it not to be the 4th official simply because 
they have their hands full with trying to 
control the coaches and substitutes and 
imagine the unsavoury scenes at he end of 
the match directed at a 4th official if a goal 
is scored in the 6th minute of injury time. 
Better to have the timekeeper in a separate 
room. Let’s see Didier Drogba try and 
climb up into the stands at the end of the 
game to berate an independent timekeeper. 
An independent timekeeper would solely 
be concerned about adding on the correct 
amount of injury time and if needs be could 
provide the teams with the exact details of 
why the allotted amount of time was added. 

The culture of time wasting also has to be 
approached not just from the viewpoint of 
adding on extra time, there also needs to be 
a deterrent. As most time wasting occurs in 
the final 20-30 minutes of a game a player 
who is injured and needs treatment should 
have a mandatory timeout of 2-3 minutes 
off the pitch. It may not sound like a lot of 
time but for every second a player has to 
be on the sidelines watching it seems like 
forever. 

I know there are problems with this, as in 
what if a player is really injured and has to 
come off. That’s tough. Ifa player is really 
injured then make a substitution. 

This may be deemed controversial 
because essentially if a player is injured his 
team gets penalised. However, how often 
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do we see players screaming pain, hobble 
off the pitch, only to recover miraculously 
once they’re on the touchline. At the end of 
the day players cheat and because of this 
measures need to be taken. If teams get un- 
justly penalised that is tough, players have 
brought this upon themselves. 


Increase the amount of time spent play- 
ing football. 

In Serie A matches they have stats for just 
about everything. Most I take with a pinch 
of salt, especially the possession stats. One 
stat ’ve paid more and more attention to 
down the years is the amount of time the 
ball is in play. During a game of 90 minutes 
how much actual football do you think we 
get? If you said 90 go to the back of the 
class, your dunce’s hat awaits. 

If you said something nearer 60 then 
you’re about right. Think about it, a 90- 
minute game and you get 2/3 of play. I 
would love to get 90 minutes of the ball 
in play or at least watch a game that is not 
interrupted every few seconds with the 
referees whistle. It seems the higher up the 
food chain you go the less contact is toler- 
ated in football, or maybe players in the 
lower leagues aren’t as good at diving. 

It’s hard to know what to do about the 
little break-ups in play that ruin a football 
match as a spectacle but the authorities 
must try to continue to improve the game 
as a spectacle. To that end they could 
implement a rule that if a player commits a 
certain number of fouls he’s in the sin-bin 
for 5 minutes. If he persists that’s another 
five minutes or even longer or perhaps he’s 
gone, the possibilities are endless. 

That doesn’t mean a shirt pull or trip is 
the same as a studs-in challenge, the latter 
would still be a yellow card and maybe a 
five-minute spell in the sin-bin/penalty box, 
just like ice-hockey. 

This acts as a deterrent but only time will 
tell if it improved the game. My feeling is 
it wont stop the shirt-pulling or bad fouls 
but the sin-bin will help provide a stiffer 
deterrent than a talking to and hits a player 
where it hurts by depriving him of time 
on the pitch. It’s just a thought, one that is 
underdeveloped but I thought I’d share.

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DEFYING THE ODDS 


Could Jermain Defoe lead England To World Cup Glory? 


Arguably the best performance by one 
player over the opening two games of 
the season came at Hull on Wednesday 
night, as Jermain Defoe netted a hat- 
trick of great goals for the table topping 
Tottenham. 

Given his great start to the season, combined 
with his excellent performance against Holland 
in a friendly recently, surely Defoe is nailed on 
as an England player on his way to the World 
Cup. And, who knows, maybe his goals could 
propel the three lions to the trophy. 

I am, and have always been a massive Defoe 
fan. Some have suggested that he doesn’t join 
in build-up play enough, or that he isn’t a natu- 
ral goalscorer like a Michael Owen or even a 
Darren Bent. This may have been true in his 
early career at West Ham, where although he 
showed much promise he also showed the petu- 
lance and inconsistency of youth. In the last 
two season, however, following his prolonged 
stay on the Spurs bench which forced a move to 
Portsmouth, then his fantastic spell at the south 
England club, to his move back to his beloved 
Tottenham, Defoe has become a great centre 
forward. Arguably he is the best forward Eng- 
land have right now, as the likes of Rooney and 
Heskey can in no way be called goalscorers, and 
whose performance against Holland was a little 
under par. 

A couple of weeks ago I made a prediction 
as to which twenty three players England boss 
Fabio Capello would take to South Africa next 
summer, and I have to hold my hands up and 
say that Jermain Defoe was a glaring omission. 
His performance against Hull was simply out- 
standing, as he looked sharp in front of goal, he 
looked was a constant threat in and around the 
box, and he linked up well with his midfielders. 
Another major plus that Spurs manager Harry 
Redknapp can take from his performance was 
that he combined well with Robbie Keane, who 
started the game, and also with Peter Crouch, 
who came off the bench. 

Interestingly, when Defoe was at Spurs un- 
der both Martin Jol and Juande Ramos, he 
was seen as the third choice centre forward, 
behind Keane, Berbatov and even sometimes 
Pavlychenko. Under Redknapp, who has now 
managed Defoe at three different clubs, Defoe 
is the main man, and it’s no longer a choice as 
to whether he plays or not, but as to who plays 
alongside him, as he is one of the first names of 
the team sheet every week. With three major 
strikers at the club, as well as the ever improv- 
ing Pavlychenko, Redknapp could have some 
selection problems up front, but the great form 
Defoe has shown since his return to the north 
London club makes it easier for Redknapp to 
continually play him without upsetting the other 
strikers, as they know that not only will Defoe 
perform to a high standard, he will also help 
them to play well themselves. 

At both Portsmouth and at Spurs Defoe has 
simply revelled in the notion of him being the

number one striker, and his confidence levels 
have rocketed. Defoe has always been a con- 
fidence player; when he feels good, as he does 
right now, he is as good as almost any other 
striker in world football. He has great raw 
pace, can dribble and pass, and has a lethal shot, 
something which he definitely showed against 
Hull in midweek. 

In has to be said, before we all proclaim him to 
be the next great England striker, that before the 
game against the Dutch a few weeks ago De- 
foe had struggled a little at international level. 
His scoring record of eight goals in thirty five 
games was not great, and also the goals were 
scored against lesser nations such as Andorra 
and Trinidad and Tobago. But that is what made 
his performance against Holland so eye-open- 
ing to many. England were not bad pre-Defoe, 
but that seemed to lack any sharpness or any 
genuine pace up-front. Defoe’s introduction

quite simply changed the match on its head, as 
he looked a very believable threat to the Dutch 
goal, and he encouraged the England midfield 
to pass the ball better. And his goals were well 
taken and showed at least a slight glimpse of the 
promise that Defoe has. 

Both Harry Redknapp at Spurs and Fabio 
Capello at England believe that Defoe is a great 
striker, and this in turn is making Defoe believe 
in himself, something which I don’t think he 
has done throughout his career. And if this self- 
belief continues to translate itself into perfor- 
mances then I can see no reason why he can’t 
be a major factor in England’s World Cup bid 
next summer. Whether Defoe starts or is used 
as an impact substitute as he was in Holland is 
for Capello to decide, but I think that the Spurs 
man is increasingly proving that for both club 
and country he can do both. 

And what makes this whole situation even bet- 
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ter is that the plaudits he is receiving could not 
go to a nicer man. Defoe has always had many 
fans because of the way in which he plays; skil- 
ful, team orientated and hard-working. Yet there 
have been three situations in the last few years 
which have shown exactly what kind of player 
and what kind of man Defoe is. 

Firstly there is the supposed racial abuse that 
Defoe has been the victim of recently. Without 
going into the situation too much, Defoe has 
been stopped on several occasions by the Essex 
police on the suspicion that he has either stolen 
the car he’s driving or that he is driving illegally. 
These accusations are false, and it is claimed 
that he is only being continually stopped be- 
cause of the colour of his skin. In no way am I 
suggesting that these claims are true, and in no 
way am I applying blame to either the police or 
Defoe as I do not know the facts. What I am 
suggesting though is that Defoe has so far dealt 
with the situation with a calm self-assuredness 
of a decent human being, and his has conducted 
himself admirably. 

The second situation which shows who De- 
foe really is comes from his days at Spurs un- 
der Juande Ramos. Ramos simply did not like 
Defoe as a player, and didn’t want him, which 
is why he kept him on the bench a lot, and of 
course why he eventually sold him. Throughout 
his time on the bench Defoe did make his dis- 
pleasure known, but it was with a heavy heart 
that he left for Pompey. And on returning to 
Spurs Defoe proclaimed how happy he was to 
return to the club he loved. It is great to see 
a player have loyalty to a certain club, even if 
it’s a club that rivals my own, and I very much 
doubt that Defoe would be the type of player to 
move to another club, say Manchester City, for 
monetary reasons. And this is to be applauded. 

The final situation which showed the type of 
player and man Defoe is came at the last World 
Cup. Before the tournament started Wayne 
Rooney was trying to recover from an injury, 
and Defoe was called in as cover. He trained 
with the team as if he was a member of the 
squad, but when it was confirmed that Rooney 
would be fit to play, Defoe was sent home. He 
was within touching distance of playing for his 
nation on the biggest stage of them all, a dream 
for any footballer, and it was taken away from 
him through no fault of his own. And the great 
thing is that not once did he complain or moan 
about what happened, he took the disappoint- 
ment like a man. And it’s nice to think that this 
World Cup he definitely won’t be being sent 
home early, as he is already an important part of 
Capello’s plans. 

Harry Redknapp believes that Defoe could 
finish the season as the leagues top scorer. He 
certainly has a chance to do so, and he if does it 
would be no more that he deserves. And, for all 
his fans, or which I am one, wouldn’t it be even 
better if he could at least in part help England to 
a great World Cup campaign next summer 
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Adelaide City has survived the 
Elimination Final and kept alive the 
chance of a record fifth consecu- 
tive championship after it defeated 
Raiders 1-0 at the Adelaide Croatian 
Sports Centre. 

A sole second half goal courtesy of Nicho- 
las Orr was enough to send Adelaide City 
through to the second week of the finals 
setting up an epic clash with Campbelltown 
City. 

Raiders have been praised throughout the 
season for playing and attractive passing 
game and blending a squad of youth and ex- 
perience. They had lost their last two home 
and away fixtures by 4-0 score lines and 
their form guide suggested the match with 
City would be the day to turn it around. 

Raiders have had the wood over the black 
and whites this season and ran out 2-1 win- 
ners away to City in round three and drew 
0-0 at home in round 12. 

In a match that lacked the intensity of

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It was the late, late show for the Western
